MONROVIA, July 14--Aceording 
to the annual budget submitted to 
the city today by the Budget Com- 
mittee of the City Council, Monro 
will need $75,926.48 to run the mu- 
nicipal business during the ensuing 
twelve months. Of this amount it is 
estimated that the water department, 
municipally owned, will pay $26,221; 
business licenses, taxes on dogs, etc., 
$3400; public utility franchises, $2070; 
refund from bond account borrow 
from general fund, $5694.99, and 
building inspections, $1200, ae a 
total income for the year of $38,- 
585.99. 

With these figures there will be re- 
quired by a tax levy $37,340.49 to 
bring the total to the amount figured 
in the budget, which will be an as- 
sesament of about $1 per hundred 
dollars valuation. 

In its report the Budget Commit- 
tee has slashed estimated running ex- 
penses ruthlessly, cutting down the 
various amounts requested from a 
third to a half. The sum presented 
by it will take care of the bare ne- 
cessities of municipal expenditures 
only, and allows no money for street 
or other improvement. 

The budget will be presented to 
the committee of twenty business men 
next Monday. night, at which time 
provision is expected to be made for 
street and other civic improvements.

SPARRING ON RATES. 


City Mails to Gas Companies Propo- 
sition They Probably Won't Accept; | 


Time-Saving Sought. 

Copies of the stipulation on natural 
gas rates adopted by the City Coun- 
cil on Friday were mailed to the of- 
ficials of the three gas companies by 
City Attorney Stephens ’ 
This stipulation provides that the 
companies shall be allowed to dis- 
tribute natural gas and charge 61 
cents per 1000 cuble feet therefor, 
pending the decision of their appeals 
to the court on the 40-cent rate fixed 
by the Council, and that the com- 
panies must give bond to refund to 
consumers the difference between the 
6l-cent rate and that ultimately 
fixed. 

All of the companies have clearly 
of refusing 
to enter into such a stipulation. They 
were willing to serve natural gas, un- 
der stipulation, at a 68-cent rate. 

It is probable that Judge Wellborn 
will appoint a master in chancery to 
hear the application for an injunec- 
tlon to restrain the city from en- 
forcing the 40-cent rate for natural 
gas. If this is done, the proceedings 
may be carried through within a com- 
paratively short time.

Ham Sinclair, or St. Clair, the accred- 
ited founder of the House of Caith- 
ness. He sat in the Scottish Pariia-

As the old chronicles tell it, Sir Wil- 
liam was a mighty hunter and two of 
his dogs, Help and Hold, outran and 
slew a milk-white buck which the 
King had long unsuccessfully hunted 
in his royal preserves of Pentland. In 
token of this achievement Sir Wil- 
liam was made baron of the royal 
preserves. 

Sir William was succeeded by his 
son, William, who, with hig brother, 
John, fought staunchly at Bannock- 
burn, and after Bruce's death were 
entrusted the task, with Sir James 
Douglas, of conveying the great lead 
er’s heart to the Holy Land for sepul- 
chre. All three met death in Spain 
fighting the Moors, but Bruce’s heart 
was finally recovered by Sir William 
Keith and buried at Melrose. 

Sir Henry Sinclair, the greatest 
name of the House of Caithness, was 
the son of John. He was created Ear! 
of Orkney by King Hakon VI of Nor- 
way in 1379 and later usurped the 
title of Prince of Orkney, reigning in 
regal splendor on the island. 

In an invasion of the Faroe Islands 
the newly-created Earl of Orkney res- 
cued ‘the shipwrecked Venetian navi- 
gators, Nicolo and Antonio Zeno, and 
took them into his employ. Vague 
tales of a continent far to the west 
came to them and Sir Henry outfitted

IEARLDOM COMPRISES 
MANSIONS AND ACRES. 


RIGINALLY the suzerainty of 
the House of Caithness included 
the Orkneys and the entire north- 
ern portion of Scotland from sea to 
sea. In the thirteenth century, an 
outrage committed on the Bishop of 
Caithness, whose great castle at Braal 
is still one of the wonders of the 
Highlands, caused the loss of the 
county of Sutherland through regal 
decree. 

Later, the Orkneys were taken over 
by the crown, and gradually the hold- 
ings of the family pared down. But 
the Earidom of Caithness — still in- 
cludes hundreds of thousands of 
acres in the county from which it 
takes its name, as well as a castle in 
Aberdeenshire and one in Lothian. 
The value of all property runs well 
into the millions of dollars. All 
roperty in Scotland is entailed to 
gee «a son and the title holder. 
The official seat of the house is 
Menie, Belhelvie, Aberdeenshire. The 
successor to the title of Far! of Caith- 
ness has long lived at Auchmacoy 
House, Elion, Aberdeenshire, a man- 
sion that came to the family from 
the Earl of Buchan, on the distaff 
side, in the fifteenth century.

Norman Macleod Buchan, and was 
born April 4, 1862, and was educated 
at Trinity Hall, Cambridge. 

The full title to which he succeeds 
is Earl of Caithness, Lord Berriedale 
of Scotland and Baronet of Nova 
Scotia. The last title is an echo from 
the old days when Sir Henry Sin- 
clair sailed far over the seas to a 
new land in the West. 


The Earl of Caithness is twenty- 
seventh in seniority among the earis 
of England and Scotland, ranking 
above the earls of Warwick, Verulam } 
and Strathmore, and just below the 
Earl of Suffolk and Berkshire and 
Earl Spencer. 

The armorial bearings of the House 
of Caithness show a shield, with quar- 
terings for Orkney, Caithness and 
Sinclair, supported by two griffins, 
beaked and armed, with a cock as 
a crest, and the motto, “Commit.thy 
work to God.” 

Besides the successor to the title, 
the dead Ear! leaves two brothers and 
four sisters. One brother, Charlies

A LOVABLE GENIUS.

HE pleasing quality of this story, as a 
stors, is the author’s manner of repfo- 

ducing his characters, even to their ut- 
most subtleties, without forcing his own 
deductions of these characters upon his 
readers, whom he allows to make their own 
analyses, and draw their own conclusions. 
The central figure is a faun-like boy, born 
and reared among the cockney population 
of London, with only a negligible educa- 
tion. A young composer, who has written 
a cantata with a tenor part too difficult for 
the average tenor singer, hears a remarka- 
ble voice as he ig wandering the streets at 
night. He finds a pale slip of a young man 
of 19, poorly clothed—a vagabond street 
singer who has no conception of the value 
of his gift. Robert takes the youth home 
with him and attempts to train him. In a 
retired hamlet he places the literary train- 
ing of the boy in the hands of a minister, 
and himself attempts to inoculate his charge 
with the technical mysteries of harmony 
and counterpoint. While the boy can re 
produce a theme at one hearing, he is ut- 
terly unable to cope with the mathematics 
of reading and composition. He translates 
the most subtle music of nature, speaking 
of it as the “voices” which he hears. Rob- 
ert transcribes these fugitive, cobwebby 
themes, and trains the boy for the o 
production of the cantata. 

The young singer's temperament is too 
tensely strung to bear the wear and tear 
of the commonplace rasp of life, which he 
cannot understand. The climax, when he 
has lost himself in the interpretation of the 
character of a young monk, is intensely 
dramatic. There is appeal in the book for 
those who are fond of a clever story. There 
are also some esoteric subtleties which will

Credit 
is so easily obtained and is so fre- 
quently overdone by those who ought 
to pay as they go that in certain cases 
it becomes a serious menace. If a 
poor man mortgages his home to buy 
an automobile Se may get away 
with the social side of the perform- 
ance for the time being, but he is 
courting calamity and a day of reck- 


“Government figtres. are incom- 
plete with respect tv automobiles, but 
the figures are close enough to the 
facts to be interesting and instruc- 
tive. Now I believe in automobiles, 
even if I don’t own one myself. The 
census shows that the value of auto- 
mobiles produced in the United 
States during 1499 was $4,700,000; in 
1904 it was more than $36,000,000, 
and in 1909 it was $250,000,000. The 
best unofficial figures I can obtaiz 
show that over 100,000,000 automo- 
biles are now In use in this country. 

“In other words, there is one au- 
tomiobile for every ninety men, wom- 
en and children. The figures are «a 
great trivute to the wealth of the 
United States, whether each individ- 
val owner of an automobile can af- 
ford to have one or not, and prove 
conclusively that the automobile has 
become a fixture In the life of the 
people. 

“In the meanwhile what are tite 
statistics as to agricultural itmple- 
ments? We find that in 1899 the 
production value of these important 
agencies of agricuiture was $161,000,- 
900 approximately. In 1909 the pro- 
duction value has increased to only 
$146,000,000, vet we depend on agri- 
machinery for our food sup- 
pty. 

“Also, let us consider artifical 
flowers, artificial feathers, and 
plumes. During tue ten years when 
sluggish farm tmplements were mak- 
ing such poor neadway what were we 
doing in feathers, flowers and 
Plumes?’ Their productive value in 
1899 was $6,000,000 plus: in 1900 it 
was $24,000,000, or four times as 


much. 

MILLIONS FOR ART AND BEADS. 
“The growth of the American de- 
mand for luxuries can be seen in our 
art importations. During the fiscal 
year 1913 we admitted art works, 
free of duty to the value of $45,000,- 
000 plus. For the seven months of 
the present fiscal year the value of 
art imports was increpsed $27,000,- 
000 plus. Thus in nineteen months 
we spent $74,000,000 abroad for pic- 
tures and so on. The-value of all the 
carpets and rugs manufactured in 
the United States during the year 
1909 was lees than that amount. In 
the same nineteen months ‘we spent 
$2,600,000 in Europe for beads and 
bead ornaments, which was congid- 
erably more than the import ue 
in the same period of all the rice 
flour, rice meal and broken rice 
brought into the cuuntry. We are 
willing to spend for luxuries, even if 
the cost of living s®ars.

Company was 
asked to tell what he regarded as a 
fair living wage for a »xan with a 
wife and daughter. At a hearing be- 
fore a Massachusetts commission it 
was shown that the wages paid are 
so small that one employee, in order 
to support himeelf, his wife and their 
eight children, was compelled to do 
outside work—and the cor- 
poration was duly flayed in headlines. 
But it must be evident to any thought- 
ful man that wife and children cannot 
be considered in connection with ‘he 
relations of wage earner and ware 
payer. The only question concerns the 
worth of the man’s services. Intro- 
duction of other matters would so in- 
crease the uncertainty of busineg: af- 
fairs as to make them little ‘etter 
than a lottery. If a man’s srvices 
are not worth enough to secure wages 
which would support a family, he 
should not marry. He may not com- 
Plain because the community is un- 
willing to have him gratify his de- 
sires at its expense. 

The wage in shops and factories is 
said to be so small] that women are 
driven to prostitution; one is told that, 
in each year, 200,000 women in our 
land are compelled to sell their bodies 
to procure the necessaries of life, and 
that each year sees 700,000 children 
perish because their parents have in- 
sufficient nourishment. But the voices 
which rise in bitter outcry 
this awful condition do not rise in 
protest against encouragement of un- 


the wide open 
Goor which increases the population 
annually by a net half-million of, in 
great part, -poverty-stricken immi- 
grante—and this in face of the fact 
that our country is no longer able to 
provide work for those already here. 
If it be true that the alleged number 
of children die because they or their 
parents have insufficient nourishment, 
one must concede that their deaths 
are a blessing to themselves and to the 
community.

Unquestionably, the ma- 
jority of fallen women come from the

even the possession of wealth cannot 
prevent women from straying. This 
question of morals in women em- 
ployees answers well as a slogan in at- 
tacks upon wage payers, but it ap- 
pears to sink into insignificance when 
it involves the rights of wage earners 
as the wage payer.

price; flour, grade for grade, has not 
rieen in price, while the great fluctu- 
ations in price of the olden time are 
unknown—in 1854 or 1865 the writer 
paid $12 for a barrel of family flour 
for his father; eggs, grade for grade, 
are, thanks for cold storage, little 
higher during the winter months than 
they were many years ago; while re- 
fined sugar costs today little more 
than was charged for a light brown 
sugar in 1858. Butter and hog pro4d- 
ucts have increased in cost and are 
likely to contiue Increasing until ruled 
off the list of foods. The growth of 
urban population has destroyed the 
butter industry, as sale of milk is 
more profitable and less burdensome.

He Commends English Referees for Strictly Enforc- . 
ing the Rulee—The Game Has Become Rough and 
Slip-shod in This Country — Gunboat Smith Received — 


a Good Lesson.

HE Gunboat Smith-Georges Car-

many different angles that there 
will be room for plenty of argument 
for some time to come, 

Smith lost the contest on a foul 

when he was apparently winning, if 
we can rely upon the reports sent 
over. 
Smith admits that he hit Carpentier 
an unintentional blow when he was 
down. This is enough, and Bugene 
Corrl was justified in disqualifying 
him. Delivering foul blows, whether 
intentional or accidental, should de- 
cide a contest instantly they are com- 
mitted. 

Smith was the champion and he 
should not have lost his head as he 
eayS he did. He has been fighting 
long enough to know the rules and 
the penalty of breaking them and, if 
he does not, he alone is to blame. 

The fighters of today are in the 
same bad rut the baseball players 
were years ago, when a ball player 
could stand up and abuse an umpire. 

When fined they would often curse 
the ump and tell him in very forci- 
ble language to co to Hades, as his 
manager would pay the fine, anyway. 
Neither was there such a thing as 
sending a player to the bench, club- 
house or putting him out of the game. 


These things went along until the/ the 


game became more of a rough-house 
affair than a scientific ball game. The 
managers finally got together and 
formed a set of rules and today the 
champion baseball players respect the 
umpire. 


There is an old “When in 
Rome do as Rome does.” 

This applies to Gunboat Smith and 
any and all other American boxers 
who go to England or France to box. 

In that country they have a habit 
of enforcing the rules to the letter. 

Smith and his manager, Jim Buck- 


ley, surely k this and should have 
gore p follow their way of 
ruling. 

When the English and French box- 


ers come to this country, they fol- 
low our way of interpreting the rules 
and make no complaint. 

We Americans alone are to blame. 
The rules have been tumbled 
about, turned over so much, that 
there are few boxers and referees that 
really know what is what.
